Berlin, March 3rd—(By special courier to New York)—Like a 


voice from the vaults of the dead, the official story of the destruction 
of the Lusitania, written on lhat historic afternoon of May 7, 1915, 
by the German submarine commander whose hand directed the fateful 
shot, is here given to the world. 


It is a terse, passionless document, jotted down in brief sen- 


tences, within the tiny cabin of a steel terror of the deep, by Captain 
Lieutenant Schweiger, who commanded the German U-20. This arch 
fiend is dead but his posthumous story. "How 1 Sank The Lusitania," 
exists in the achivcs of the German navy. It is written over his 
signature and the vary lack of sentiment in the epochal 
narrative 


stands in weird contrast to the shock which the sinking of the Lusitan- 
ia, with the loss of 1,195 lives, gave to civilization. 


Schweiger, the log shows, had been ordered to the Irish Sea to 


harass shipping off Liverpool. On account of the vast network of 
barricades erected by the British navy across the North Channel, he 
started to sail all the way around Ireland but his fuel ran short and he 
determined to disregard his orders and return to his base. He had 
started back to Wilhelmshaven when he suddenly met the Lusitania. 


The submarine commander was surprised to see a giant passenger 


liner steaming unconcernedly eastward past the south coast of Ireland, 
Schweiger jotted down a criticism in his official diary. He thought it 
was bad management on the part of the British Admiralty to let the 
great Cunard liner pass through St. George's Channel instead of North 
Channel (between Ireland and Scotland.) 


"It remains inexplicable why the Lusitania was not sent through 


North Channel," wrote Schweiger in his log a few hours after the Lus- 
itania had been sent to the bottom.
